Mr, Ben. H. MéKneely, the deputy 
town-marshal, had the building 
restored to its proper position, and 
when he heard threats ‘that there 
would be a.second effort to remove it, 
threatened to kill any man who dared to 
do'so. He loaded a double-barrel shot-gun 
with buckshot and placed it conveniently 
in a neighboring store. Nothing further 
was said on the subject until Wednesday 
afternoon about 4.o’clock, when Dr. D. F. 
Knott, a physician resident in Hampton, 
and a Mr. Lee, were discussing the question 
in the rear of Mr. Z. T. Morrison’s store. 
They grew angry atda fight ensted. Dr. 
Knott drew a revolver and fired an inef- 
fectual shot, when Colonel McCollum in- 
terfered and took the pistol from him. In 
a few moments McK neely cane up. There 
were bad feelings between him and McCol- 
lam, He demanded the pistol. McCol- 
lum refused to give it up. McKneely 
attempted to take it, and a struggie ensued. 
Finally the chief marsbal, Mr. Beldon, 
came upon the scene, and both parties 
agreed that he should receive the weapon. 

Afver the pistol had been surrendered, 
McCollum said to McKneely: 

“I would have given you the pistol but 


you are drinking.”’ 

McKneely replied: “If you say [m 
drunk, you are a d—d liar.” 

McCollum then struck him 
on the head two or three times. McKneely 
went at once into Mr. D. B. Bivins’s store 
and reappeared with a double-barrel sbot- 
gun. He advanced on McCollum, who was 
unarmed, but, seizing a rock, prepared to 
defend himself. Several men rusbed in and 
prevented McKneely from shooting. Some 
of McCollum’s friends urged him 
to leave the ground, but he refused 
to do 80. ords continued to 
pass between him and McKneely, until 
McKneely suddenly snatched the gun from 
the man who had taken it out of his hands. 
Instantly he leveled it on McCollum and 
fired one barrel. Eight buckshot entered 
his breast, severing the jugular vein and 
causing the blood to spurt out nearly a foot 
As he staggered McKneely fired again, but 
the load passed over the falling inan’s head. 
McCollum fell prone on his face, and 
died in a few seconds. 

A crowd gathered on the scene at once, 
butsome how McKneely escaped and has 
not yet. been arrested. He was seen near 
Hampton yesterday. Governor Colquitt has 
offered $150 for’ his apprehension and he 
will probably be brought in soon. 

McCollum was hardly cold 
death before his wife and 
four children heard the dreadful news. 
They rushed frantically to the scene, and 
in the blood kneeled tocry in their pas- 
sionate grief. The scene was one which 
moved strong men to tears, and added fresh 
horror to the tragedy. The remains of the 
slain man will be brought to Atlanta at 1 
o'clock to-day, and will be interred in Oak- 
land cemetery this afternoon. A large num- 
ber of friends will receive them here. 
Itis probable that a military escort will 
conduct the corpse to the cemetery. 

McCollum was a captain in the confeder- 
ate service and served with marked gal- 
lantry. He was known as a desperate man 
and had been more than once indicted for 
murder. He was about 40 years of age. — 

McKneely is about 25. He is married 
avd has two children. He is considered 
a dangerous man, and the common agree- 
ment seems to be that he had been drink- 
ing when the fatal affray occurred. 

Cotonel R T. Dorsey, of Atlanta, has 
been engaged to prosecute the case, and Mr. 
J. R. Gray, a young lawyer of this city, has 
also been consulted. The homicide bas 
caused great excitement in Hampton, where 
both men have many warm friends.

The Express Companies Gain Their 
Point in the Court. 


LovIsvVILLE, May 27.—Judge Baxter ren- 
dered an opinion in the case of the Adams 
£xpress company vs. the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis and Louisville and 
Nashville railroadcompanies. The decision 
was substantially the same as given by Jus- 


tice Harlan, in a similar case, at Indianapo- 
lis, and is another victory for the Adams. 
The judge sustains the motion of the plain- 
tiff and grants the injunction. The follow- 
ing order was entered: The motion of the 
complainant for a preliminary injunction 
herein according to the prayer of the origi- 
nal and supplemental bill having brought

Hence, the question is squarely presented, 
ean the defendants legally refuse to carry 
for the Adams and Southern its messen- 
gece and agents and deny them ali the facil- 
ties so cheerfully and with so much protit 
to the railroad company accorded them? 
Railroads are public institutions, organized 
to facilitate commerce, and not to force 
it ffom its legitimate and natural channels. 
While railroads are necessities for such 
commerce, express companies have become 
équal necessities. The latter perform du- 
ties which the railways are not legally au- 
thorized, and therefore not compeilable to 
perform. The collection of packages of 
value, of money and negotiable securities, 
their safe transmission and delivery, the 
cotlection of charges of shippers are within 
the legal duties of railway companies and 
are within the daily undertakings of express 
companies. Society has become used, there- 
fore, to the instrumentality of the express 
companies; if they ure deprived of the rail- 
way facilities necessary to enable them to 
perform. their duties, the public 
will be injured and the rail- 
way companies will not be able to 
render similar service. The suggestion that 
railroad property is private property, to be 
managed as the railroad officials elect, is 
more plausible than substantial. The rail- 
ways are as much bound to facilitate the 
business of express companies as it is the 
business of private individuals. The ex- 
pres3 companies claim a right to the facili- 
ties heretofore accorded, to use the passen- 
ger trains for the transportation of express 
matter in the special keeping of an express 
messenger, who is responsible for the safe 
delivery thereof. This claim is well found- 
ed and has been accorded in the past, and 
can be enforced by the courts, by their co- 
ercive powers, in the future, Half a cen- 
tury ago this question could not 
have arisen The country has made 
great progress in both physical and 
mental development. The railway has 
been potent in producing this change. The 
express com panies have also assisted largely 
therein. Indeed, all the money exchanges 
of the present day are largely effectuated 
through express companies, together with 
the other services rendered by them in con- 
nection therewith. Such services the rail- 
way companies are not specifically author- 
ized to perform, and if they perform them, 
itis without legal obligations so to do. 
If they undertake to perform them, 
they cannot complain of a mo- 
nopoly therein, nor a right to exclude or 
suppress the prior agencies which have for 
so, many years fully met the public demand 
in that regard. This attempt on the part of 
the railroad companies now to arrogate to 
themselves an exclusive right to perform 
those services on behalf of the public, which 
have so long heen satisfactorily performed 
by the express com panies, is not entitled to 
recognition in a court of equity. The rail- 
road companies fostered the business of the 
express companies and it was built up and 
conducted with their assent and assistance, 
and the railway companies are, therefore, 
now estopped from asserting a right to ren- 
der valueless the business and capital of 
express companies, or from claiming an ex- 
clusive right hereafter to conduct the ex- 
press business en theirown behalf. An in- 
junction will therefore issue as prayed for 
by the Pay Sapenuts and if any question 
arises as to the proper measure of com pensa- 
tion to be paid by the express companies. 
such question may be presented to the 
court, but in the meantime the defendant 
is enjoined from disturbing the business of 
the express company from refusing to 
transmit its express matter under its charge,
